Wiiii.E recently examining at the Cray Ilerharium specimens of 
Boiryrhium lanreolafitm (Gniel.) .Vn^str., we were struck l)y the dis¬ 
similarity of the European and American material. Tlie Fairoj^ean 
plants an* distin^>;uish(;d by a coarser habit ami by the broader and 
much more apj)roximate se"m(*nls of the sterile frond. And their dif¬ 
ferences an* illustrated not only by the F]uropeuu specimens .in the 
Gray Herbarium, but al-so by various |)late.s, among them Flora Danica, 
vol. xvii, |>1. 1922, fig. 2 (1877). 'Phe ordinary American |)lant is well 
represented by the j)late in T). (\ Eaton, Ferns of North America, vol. 
i, pi. 5, fig. 2 (1879). A sjx*eimen from the island of Unalaska, col¬ 
lected in 1881 by L. M. dhirner agrees with the European idant. 
The following deserii)tion gives the salient features of the common 
American plant:
